Government plans for a single agency to 
control electrié power in B.C. were disclosed 
today in the Speech from the-Throne read at 
the opening of the provincial legislature. 


It will be called the B.C. Hydro and Power 
Authority and will be responsible for the gen- 
eration and distribution of all pate power in 
\the province. 

The Throne Speech did ‘not. say if this means the 
complete amalgamation of B.C. Electric and the B.C 
Power Commission. 

But presumably this will happen; or at least the 
two Crown agencies will be administered as “wings” 
of the new overall authority. 

Premier Bennett said legislation setting up the 
authority will be introduced after his budget speech 
Feb. 9. 

Power dominated the speech, read this ‘after noon 
at the official opening ceremony of t he session by Lieu- 
tenant-Governor George Pez urkes. 

It also disclosed plans for even bigger reductions 
in electric light. bills than expected. The rate cuts, 


ithroughout the province, will be “very_substantial” and 
will come in April. 
Also in-the field of power, the Throne Speech predicted 


la construction start on th e Columbia River project early this 
year, and assumed it is a foregone conclusion that the federal 
government. will give in to Premier Bennett and allow sale 
of power benefits to the U.S.

The Railway Revolution | 


HE RAILWAY PROBLEM OF 

Canada, as set forth in the latest 
installment of the: MacPherson royal! 
commission's report, appears to be 
too ted for the ordinary 
citizen's comprehension. So, in de- 
tail, it is. Only a handful of Cana- 
dians understand the immense com- 
plexities of the railways in both 
physical and financial terms. 

But the two main objectives of 
the MacPherson commission are 
piain enough and, ih practical poli- 
ties, extremely difficult to achieve.

huge, increasing and probably im- 
possible subsidies from the state.

This new competition, especially 
from trucks, cannot be met unless 
the railways are allowed to compete, 
and they cannot compete if they 
must ‘continue to carry the load of 
redundant services, now out of date. 
The commission proposes, there- 
fore, that the railways be allowed 
to abandon thousands of miles of 
uneconomic lines, and close down 
many superfluous services over a 
reasonable period of vears. -To help 
them over this costly inferim stage, 
the state should pay them subsidies 
of.about $100 millions a year at the 
beginning, this amount ‘dyopping 
annually to about $22 millions after 


15 vears. 
It is not the financial, but the 
political problem raised- by this 


revolutionary proposal that mainly 
worries the government. The local 
protests and the votes likely to be 
lost by afhvy government which 
authorizes the abandonment of rail- 
wav services, for: the most part on 
the prairies, can easily be imagined.
